The  Louisville  papers 
instant  give  a detailed  account  of  the 
blowing  up  of  the  steam  boat  “Red 
Stone, ’’about  three  miles  above  Carrol- 
ton,  on  the  Ohio  river,  last  Saturday. 
All  the  accounts  we  have  seen  condemn 
the  ofiBcers  of  the  boat,  particularly  the 
Engineers.  We  give  below  the  list  of 
killed  and  wounded,  taken  from  the 
Louisville  Journal,  omitting  the  leugthy 
account  given  of  the  affair.

There  were 
two  lady  passengers  on  board;  they  and 
the  chambermaid  were  in  the  ladies’  cab- 
in at  the  time  of  the  disaster,  and  were 
uninjured.

He  says  that  tea,  for  which  we  now  pay 
from  sixty-five  to  one  hundred  cants  per 
lb.,  may  ^ produced  for  from  two  to 
five  cents,  free  from  the  noxioue  adul- 
terations of  the  tea  wc  import.  He  has 
published  a small  volume,  umkr  the  ti- 
tle of  “The  Future  W;alih  of  ..Ameri- 
ca,” in  which  his'opiuions  are  fully  ex- 
plained.

the  knobs  of  Indiania,  there  arc  numer- 
ous orchards  where  the  fruit  is  seldom 
ever  killed.  It  is  only  on  these  sittia- 
tions,  where  the  fruit  escaped  the  unpar- 
alleled frosts  of  last  May. 

All  the  peaches  sold  in  our  market 
last  season  were  from  the  orchards  sit- 
uated on  these  hills.  The  orchards  are 
mostly  composed  of  seedling  varieties,! 
of  very  inferior  quality,  planted  by  per- 
sons inexperienced  in  the  cultivation  of 
the  finer  kinds  of  improved  plants.  In 
years  when  the  crop  is  abundant  these 
peaches  ate  nut  worth  the  cost  of  send- 
ing to  market. 

There  are  hundreds  of  acres  of  these 
lands  xvhere  the  soil  and  situation  are 
admirably  adapted  to  the  growth  of  the 
peach,  which  tan  be  bought  at  low 
rates,  and  which  should  engage  the  at- 
tention of  enterprising  fruitgrowers. 

A full  crop  might  be  calculated  on  at 
least  nine  years  in  ten.  In  the  Louis- 
ville and  Cincinnati  markets  a liberal 
price  for  good  fruits  may  always  be  ex- 
pected. 

With  a proper  selection  of  varieties, 
there  is  no  branch  of  cultivation,  even 
upon  OUT  lands,  which  would  be  more 
profitable. 

With  the  improvements  in  our  roads, 
which  the  advanced  condition  of  our 
country  demands,  and  we  hare  reason 
to  hope  may  be  soon  realized,  and  with 
wagons  properly  constructed,  fine  fruits 
can  be  brought  with  safely  to  our  mar- 
kets. 

In  those  situations  more  remote  from 
market,  a fruit-drying  apparatu.<)  may  be 
constructed,  at  a few  ilullars  cost,  capa- 
ble of  drying  from  fifty  to  one  hundred 
bushels  of  fruit  in  a week.  In  the  Eas- 
tern Stales,  these  fruit-drying  houses 
are  becoming  quite  coiiiruon.  For  tiie 
furnace, an  ordinary  box  stove  is  all| 
that  is  required.

—Mr.  Thomas  Harper,  of  Moscow.  Ky., 
in  a communication  to  us,  remarks  that 
of  late  years  he  has  lost  nj^any  of  his 
apples,  owing  to  their  being  punctu- 
red by  some  Insect,  which  causes  them 
to  fall  off* ’.Thile  quite  small,  while  those 
that  remain  on  the  trees  until  they  are 
grown  are  attacked  with  dry  or  bitter 
rot.  He  states  that  in  the  spring  of 
1850,  while  they  were  in  full  bluoin, 
he  made  a wash  of  lime,  pulverized 
sulphur,  and  soft  soap,  xxbich  he  ap- 
plied to  the  trunk  of  his  trees  after  rub- 
bing off  the  loose  bark.  The  result  was 
that  his  fruit  was  remarkably  fair  and 
scarcely  sny  were  punctured  by  the  in- 
sects; yet  this  did  not  prevent  the  rot. 
Mr.  H.  wishes  to  know  the  cause  of 
the  disease  described  and  the  remedy. 

Scraping  the  moss  ami  loose  bark 
from  the  trees  and  applying  the  wash 
was  an  excellent  plan.  It  destroys  the 
hiding  places  of  noxious  insects  which 
take  refuge  in  the  bark,  and  imparls  to 
the  whole  tree  a vigorous  and  healthy 
appearance. 

The  carculio  or  plum  wevil  which 
has  become  so  destructive  to  many  of 
our  finest  fruits  was  not  known  until 
about  ihe  commencement  of  the  present 
century.  It  delights  roost  to  prey  upon 
the  plum  and  pear,  into  which  it  depD- 
aits  its  eggs  while  the  fruit  is  yet  quite 
small.  The  worm  which  is  found  in 
the  apule  at  a more  advanced  period 
of  its  growth  is  not  produced  by  the 
curculio.  Thi.:  is  said  to  have  been  in- 
troduced from  Europe  within  the  last 
forty  years.  In  this  section  of  the 
country,  the  plum  and  the  peach  are 
roora  liable  to  be  destroyed  by  uutimely 
frosts  than  ths  apple.  When  this  is 
the  case,  the  insect  ij  driven  to  the  ap- 
ple as  the  last  resort,  which  causes  it 
to  fall  off  as  described  by  Mr.  II.  The 
The  curculio  is  a remarkably  shy  and 
cunning  insect.  The  application  of 
the  wash,  no  doubt,  drove  him  to  the 
neighboring  orchards,  leaving  the  fruit

TSO  Trees.— In  order  to  insuie  the  vig- 
oroas  growth  of  trees  of  any  kind  plan- 
ted the  present  season,  the  branches 
•hoald  be  shortened  to  within  four  or 
five  inches  of  their  base.  The  central 
•boot  should  also  be  cut  back.  In  set- 
ting young  trees  this  is  too  often  neg- 
lected, and,  when  the  leaves  begin  to 
put  forth,  the  evaporation  from  them 
SO  much  greater  than  the  roots  can  sup- 
ply, the  circulation  is  gradually  dimin- 
ished, until  lo  many  instances  the  tree 
dies.
